THE LABOUR FORCE

The Australian and State trend series comparisons are given on page 25. 
There was a decrease of 3.6% in Tasmania’s employment over the year 
to October 1997. The largest percentage increase in employment was in 
Queensland (2.7%). Next followed Western Australia (2.4%), South 
Australia (0.8%) and Victoria (0.2%). New South Wales had a decrease 
in employment of 0.6%.

In the Hobart and Southern Statistical Divisions the estimate of 
employment in original terms in September 1997 was 94,500, and 
compares with 100,100 in September 1996. The estimate of 
employment in the Northern Statistical Division in September 1997 was 
53,700 and compares with 58,700 in September 1996. The estimate of 
employment in the Mersey-Lyell Statistical Division was 43,500 in 
September 1997, and compares with 41,300 in September 1996.

There were an estimated 217,300 persons (based on trend estimates) in 
the labour force in October 1997 and an estimated 369,800 civilian 
‘Tasmanians aged 15 years or more, yielding a labour force participation 
rate of 58.8%. This compares with 60.4% in October 1996. 


For maies, the trend estimate of the participation rate was 69.9%, 
compared with 71.1% for October 1996. For females, the trend estimate 
of the participation rate was 48.0%, compared with 50.0% in October 
1996.

The trend estimate of the number of unemployed persons in Tasmania 
for October 1997 was 25,000. This compares with 23,500 for October 
1996. The trend estimate of the unemployment rate of 11.5% in 
October 1997 compares with 10.5% in October 1996.

UNEMPLOYMENT, TASMANIA

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From june 1996 to June 1997, weekly award rates of pay indexes for 
Tasmania increased 1.1% for full-time adult female employees and 0.7% 
for fulltime adult male employees, with a combined annual increase of 
0.8%. For Australia, the figures were 1.9% for females and 1.2% for 
males, with a combined annual increase of 1.4%. 


For full-time adult female employees in Tasmania, the largest industry 
increases over the same twelve-month period occurred in the Transport 
and storage industry (6.9%); and the Recreational, personal and other 
services industry (2.3%). 


For the same period for full-time aduit male employees in Tasmania, 
the largest industry increases occurred in the Recreation, personal and 
other services industry (1.9%); and the Transport and storage industry 
(1.6%). 


The largest occupation increases over the same period for full-time 
adult female employees were for Para-professionals (2.6%); 
Tradespersons (1.2%); anc Clerks (1.2%). 


For full-time adult male employees the largest occupation increase over 
the period were for Clerks (0.9%), and Salespersons and personal 
service workers (0.9%).

LIVESTOCK SLAUGHTERING

The price index of materials used in house building in Hobart fell by 
0.2% over the twelve months ending September 1997. All other capital 
cities recorded increases over the period, with Adelaide being the 
highest, at 2.3%. The weighted average of the capital cities increased by 
1.5% over the same period. 


The price index for materials used in building other than house 
building in Hobart increased by 0.6% over the year ending September 
1997. All of the other State capitals recorded increases, with Brisbane 
being the highest at 2.0%. The index for the weighted average of the 
eight capital cities increased by 1.2% over the same period. 


The components of this index that recorded the largest increases in 
Hobart over the year ending September 1997 were steel decking and 
cladding (up 5.9%), clay bricks (up 2.7%) and aluminium windows (up 
2.3%). These rises were partly offset by falls in the prices of sand and 
aggregate (down 8.8%) and structural timber (dawn 5.1%).

The Consumer Price Index (All Groups) for Hobart fell by 0.6% in the 
September quarter of 1997, and by 0.4% for the year ending September. 
This compared with a fall of 0.4% for the weighted average of the eight 
capital cities for the September quarter, and a fall of 0.3% for the year. 


The only capital city to record an increase in the index for the year 
ending September 1997 was Brisbane with an increase of 0.1%. Capital 
cities recording the largest decrease were Adelaide (-0.8%) and Perth 
(-O.7%). 


Major contributors to the annual decrease at the national level were 
mortgage interest charges (-26.4%), the price of video and sound 
equipment (-6.3%); the price of records, cassettes and tapes (-3.5%):; 
the price of fresh vegetables (4.7%), and the price of motor vehicles 
(4.4%). These were partly offset by increases in fresh potatoes (39.8%); 
tea and coffee (9.9%), education fees (6.4%); vehicle insurance (6.1%); 
and privately owned dwelling rents (2.9%).

In September 1997, the trend estimate for the slaughtering of cattle and 
calves in Tasmania was 1.2% lower than the previous month. Over the 
same period, the number of sheep and lambs slaughtered remained 
virtually unchanged while the number of pigs slaughtered decreased by 
1.5%. 


In September 1997, the trend estimate of the number of cattle and 
calves slaughtered was 23,100, which was 11.9% above the number 
slaughtered in September 1996. 


The trend estimate for the slaughtering of sheep and lambs was 73,500 
in September 1997, which was 29.2% above the number slaughtered in 
September 1996. This was the thirteenth successive monthly increase in 
the number of sheep and lambs slaughtered in Tasmania, and 11.7% 
above the trend estimate for September 1995.

PUBLIC SECTOR FINANCIAL 
ASSETS AND LIABILITIES 


The frend estimate of 6,500 pigs slaughtered in September 1997 was 
1.5% below the number slaughtered in September 1996, and 12.6% 
below the trend estimate for September 1995.

There were 149 dwelling units approved during September 1997 in 
Tasmania. This was 9.6% above the August 1997 figure, and a decrease 
of 6.9% on the number recorded for September 1996. 


For the twelve months ended September 1997, there were 1,836 new 
dwelling units approved, 20.5% below the number recorded for the 
twelve months ended September 1996. 


The value of new residential buildings approved, at current prices, in 
September 1997 was $13.8 million, 25.6% above the August 1997 figure 
and 5.4% above the September 1996 figure. 


The value of all building approved, at currence prices, in September 1997 
was $30.1 million, 44.0% above the August 1997 figure and 18.5% 
above the September 1996 figure.

The trend estimate for the number of new secured housing finance 
commitments entered into in Tasmania in September 1997 was 799 
dwellings, a slight increase on the previous month's figure of 798, but 
less than the September 1996 figuce of 1,081. 


The value of new commitments has risen steadily since March 1997 to 
the September 1997 figure of $61.8 million. However, when compared 
to the September 1996 value, a fall of 14.2% is observed over the 
twelve-month period. 


Nationally, the total number of Australian dwelling commitments 
increased 0.2% between August 1997 and September 1997; the value of 
these commitments increasing 1.2% over the same period. When 
examining the annual change in the number of housing commitmenes, 
an increase of 0.4% is observed between September 1996 to September 
1997. The value of commitments rose 13.0% over the same period.

The net debt of the Tasmanian State Government (consolidated state 
general government and public trading enterprises) at 30 June 1997 
was $3,181 million. This is a decrease of 2.5% on the previcus years 
figure of $3,264 million, and has been caused by a reduction in gross 
debt, slightly offset by a fall in total cash, deposits and Lending. 


Tasmanian local government net debt increased 150% from the 
previous years figure, to $85 million as at 30 June 1997. The main 
cause of the increase was the transfer of the Hobart Regional Water 
Board from the State to the local government sector, and the drawing 
down of cash reserves by the Hobart City Council for the construction 
of the Hobart Aquatic Centre. 


Total ‘Tasmanian Public Sector Debt (consolidated state and local 
government) at the 30 June 1997 was $3,265 million, a reduction of 1% 
on the previous years figure of $3,298 million. This bas been caused by 
a fali in gross debt, offset by a decrease in the level of total cash, 
deposits and lending.

The level of unfunded employee entitlements being carried by the State 
and local sector has been steadily increasing and is currently valued at 
$2,065 million. State government is responsible for $2,043 million or 
98.9% of these entitlements, while local government is responsible for 
only $23 million or 1.1%, resulting from higher participation in fully 
funded superannuation schemes.

It is expected that the Tasmanian State Government will return a 
surplus adjusted for net advances of $7 million in the 1997-98 financial 
year. This follows surpluses of $72 million in 1996-97, $59 million in 
1995-96 and $44 million in 1994-95, In the years immediateiy 
preceding 1994-95, the Tasmanian State Government experienced 
deficits of varying magnitudes. 


Total outlays for Tasmanian consolidated State government for the 
1997-98 financial year are estimated to be $2,415 million, (up 1.6% on 
the previous year) comprising current outlays of $2,145 million and 
capital outlays of $270 million. 


Examination of estimated outlays by purpose for 1997-98 show that the 
major areas of current spending are other purposes (including interest) 
$492 million, education $480 million, health $386 million, general 
public services $178 million, and public order and safety $156 million. 
Major areas of capital spending include fuel and energy $113 million, 
and transport and communications $53 million.

There were 1,503 new motor vehicle registrations (excluding 
motorcycles) in Tasmania during September 1997. This was 14.4% 
above the figure for August 1997 and 11.5% above the figure for 
September 1996, 


Of the new motor vehicles (excluding motorcycles) registered in 
September 1997 in Tasmania, 347 were vehicles registered by vehicle 
rental businesses, compared with 270 registered by vehicle rental 
businesses in August 1997 and 448 in September 1996.

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EXPLANATORY NOTES 


INTRODUCTION 1 This publication contains latest figures for a comprehensive range of 
economic indicators. Statistics shown in this publication are the latest 
available at the date of preparation and may be subject to revision in 
subsequent issues. In a number of cases figures appearing in this 
publication are preliminary and are subject to revision in subsequent 
issues. Reference should therefore always be mace to the latest issue or 
to the statistical publication on the specific subject. 


SEASONAL ADJUSTMENT AND 2 Seasonal adjustment is a means of removing the estimated effects of 

TREND ESTIMATION normal seasonal variation from the series so that the effects of other 
influences on the series can be more clearly recognised. Seasonal 
adjustment does not aim to remove the irregular or non-seasonal 
influences which may be present in any particular month. This means 
that month-to-month movements of the seasonally adjusted estimates 
maay not be reliable indicators of trend behaviour. 


3 ‘The smoothing of seasonally adjusted series reduces the impact of the 
irregular components of the seasonally adjusted series and creates trend 
estimates. These trenc estimates are derived by applying a 13-term 
Henderson-weighted moving average to all months except the last six. 
The last six monthly trend estimates are obtained by applying surrogates 
of the Henderson average to the seasonally adjusted series. Trend series 
are used to analyse the underlying behaviour of the series over time. 


4 While this smoothing technique enables estimates to be produced for 
the latest month, it does result in revisions to the most recent months as 
additional observations become available. Generally, subsequent 
revisions become smaller and after 3 months have a negligible impact on 
the series. Revisions also occur as a result of the annual review of 
seasonal factors. 


5 Users may wish to refer to the ABS Publication A Guide to Interpreting 
Time Series - Monitoring ‘Trends’ — An Overview (1348.0) for mare 
detailed information on smoothing seasonally adjusted time series data.
